time zones in order to provide you with the latest information and updates. 


e Our coronavirus tracker is live. It will give you the latest data on the number of

e Our CBC News app will launch an update soon that will contain a COVID-19 guide to help 
our local audiences access resources, local stories and key video about their community. 


e We've compiled local resources and updates for communities across Canada nere.

press briefings across the country in order to space out the number of crews present at 


any one event.

As | noted in an earier biog, we temporarily paused our local 6 p.m. newscasts last week and 
moved quickly to shore up our ability to offer local and national programming on CBC TV and 
CBC News Network. 


That decision was the result of us broadcasting more live events, press conferences and daily 
video than ever in the history of CBC News, which caused a logjam at our centralized resource 
desk in Toronto at the exact same time staffing levels there had dropped on account of COVID- 
19. 
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We are broadcasting more live events, press conferences and caily video than ever before, such as this 
COVID-19 briefing Tuesday by B.C. health officer Dr. Bonnie Henry. (Michael McArthur/CBO) 


We also wanted to get ahead of the staffing crunch we anticipate in the next several weeks as 
more of our staff in newsrooms across the country are forced to self-isolate, work from home 
and potentially fall ill. 


We are working in new ways with far fewer people available to do the resource-intensive 
work of television production. 


We promised to assess the situation daily and bring the supper hour newscasts back as soon 
as possible — a commitment we took seriously. Since last week, we've stabilized demands on 
our resources desk and can now channel some of our social media live streams through new 
software. We also created redundant systems for our television control rooms and resource 
work areas. 
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CBC News has compiled a wealth of resources on closures and other essential information you need to know 
to get through this public neath emergency. (Ben Neims/CBC) 


While it's certainly not business as usual in these times, we will begin a gradual, staggered 
return to local news on CBC TV at 6 p.m. We started today with the return of a half-hour 
newscast in Newfoundland and Labrador. Beginning tomorrow, we will broadcast a half-hour of 
Compass from P.E.I. and a half-hour Atlantic newscast from Halifax covering Nova Scotia and 
New Brunswick. 


We will take it one day at a time, continually adding back where we can while ensuring that 
nothing jeopardizes the essential services we intend to provide Canadians through to the very 
end of this crisis. 


It's important to remember that our commitment to local journalism on radio, TV, digital and 
social remains unchanged. 


As always, thank you for your patience and continued support of CBC News at this 
unprecedented time.

I'd like to take a moment to share how our journalists across the country are working in new 
and innovative ways to bring you the latest on the COVID-19 pandemic. 


But first, | want to acknowledge those working in essential services: from first responders, 
personal care and support workers, nursing home and shelter staff to everyone on the front 
lines of Canada's public health and health care systems. 


You are being tested like never before. We will continue to tell your stories and document tne 


challenges you face as the pandemic surges. 


Let me also acknowledge the uncertainty so many Canadian workers face as layoffs, furloughs 


and workplace shutdowns mount. 


We have documented the economic fallout, the impact on families struggiing with rent and 
mortgages, how Canadians can apply for emergency benefits and what federal and provincial 


governments are doing for businesses.

connection point for staff all day long. 


e Many of our radio hosts are broadcasting live-to-air from home (see some of them in 
action in the photo gallery above). 


e Staff are also producing our biggest TV programs, including The National and CBC News 
Network, from home, with only a core group left in our buildings.

e Our News Network team adapted an app that essentially turns a smartphone into an 
intercom so they can speak to each other and to hosts from home and the control 
room in real time as they program an extraordinary amount of live, breaking news. 


e Nearly all appearances by guests, panellists and interview subjects are done by video 
conference. 


e When the story warrants newsgathering in the field, reporters and camera crews are 
largely sticking to outdoor shoots, with a rigorous process built around distancing our 
microphones and disinfecting gear afterward. 
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interviews have gotten more challenging in the time of COVID-19. Here, Tina Lovereen keeps ner cistance 
from ner interview subject in Vancouver. (CBO) 


Aesthetically, the end product is not always perfect: audio gets clipped; the sound can be 
flawed; video is sometimes pixelated or freezes or drops altogether; transitions can be bumpy.

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At CBC News, we are doing things differently — mucn differently — as we work to bring you the 
latest information about the coronavirus pandemic, investigate the important questions that 
need answering, and take you to the story we are ail trying to properly comprehend. 


Most of our staff at CBC News are now working remotely; most of our interviews now are 
conducted through video conference, and we have put in place strict protocols for any 
journalist who needs to go out in public — both for their safety and for the safety of the people 
to whom we talk. 


At the core of the COVID-19 story, though, are the profound disruptions to society, and the 
drastic actions taken by governments and officials trying to flatten the curve. The beating heart 
of this strange new normal is found at the front lines, where those workers who confront this 
virus daily must go to help keep us safe: the doctors and nurses, the emergency room, first 
responders, nursing home employees and the staff of other facilities that cater to vulnerable 
populations. 


In these situations, our job as journalists is to get to those front lines, to bear witness so you 
can see and hear what is really going on. We do this carefully, tasking some of our most 
experienced reporters to reveal the challenging reality on the ground.

For instance, Washington correspondent Susan Ormiston and videographer Paul-André St- 
Onge Fleurent (with offsite producer support from Sylvia Thomson) took us to New York City to 
investigate how one of the world's most dynamic and iconic cities has become a "ground zero" 
in the United States yet again, coping with daily death counts in the hundreds, surpassing the 
overall number of those killed in the 9/11 attacks.

There is always some risk in pursuing these types of stories, but we have plenty of experience 


deploying journalists to more dangerous locales. For COVID-19 assignments, like the two

mentioned above, we deploy with the same care and preparation we take on high-risk 
assignments. This includes: 


e Limiting the size of the crew to two people. 

e Taking only as long as we need in the field. 

e Reducing gear and eliminating elaborate interview setups. 

e Carrying what we need in backpacks so nothing is put down. 

e Travelling in one vehicle — one person up front, the other in the back — and the vehicle is 
cleaned meticulously each day. 

e Shooting subjects outdoors from a safe distance with extended microphones. 

e Using sanitizer after any possible exposure, such as filling up our vehicles with gas. 

e Using masks in all situations where distance cannot be strictly controlled. For Adrienne's 
story, we did not take any PPE from hospital staff. 

e Thoroughly wiping down regularly the hard surfaces we use. 

e Cleaning and sanitizing our equipment at the end of the shoot.

Today, we are launching Lives Remembered, a CBC News commitment to honour and also 
understand more about the Canadians who have lost their lives to the novel 
coronavirus pandemic. 


Canada has tens of thousands of cases of COVID-19, the illness caused by the virus, and as of 
this writing, more than 3,000 ceaths, a number that will, tragically, grow. As a national news 
organization with a public service mandate, we want to pay homage to those we have lost by 


But not only that. 


As well as honouring the memory of people who have fallen victim to COVID-19, it is important 
to know who the most vulnerable are and why. We believe it's our duty to uncover and help 
Canadians better understand how this deadly virus moves among us. 


Unlike many other countries, Canada has an incomplete picture of the toll of COVID-19. We 
know long-term care and seniors homes are hit hard, but those homes are regulated 
provincially, with no national database that can tell us more about this tragic story. 


Data in other countries has revealed deep inequities based on race, suggesting a greater 
burden of illness and death among certain minority groups. 


Here in Canada, we con't know.

With this pandemic, governments and heaith authorities in many areas of our country are not 
releasing basic demographic data on factors such as age and race, or even when Canadians 
died or where.

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As we endeavour to report on the people behind these impersonal numbers, we sometimes 
encounter shame and fear, which has also made it difficult to tell the full story of lives lost. 


In a sense, these Canadians are being made invisible. At CBC News, we want to bring some 
recognition if possible. 


We know that for many Canadians this is a deeply personal story. Many of you have already 


wish to honour your loved ones, and also of your desire to contribute to a greater 
understanding of the problem.

Canada not immune to the virus of COVID-19 conspiracies 


Credible journalism, fact checks by reputable news organizations offer a ‘cure’ to the 
misinformation epidemic

A video that has gone viral with the claim that the coronavirus was caused by 5G technology has been 
debunked by viroiogists. CBC News and other credible news organizations have cevoted resources to fact- 
checking COVID-19 claims in an effort to combat misinformation. Jeff Yates/CBC) 
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Like the coronavirus, conspiracy theories and misinformation about COVID-19 are contagious 
and can spread easily among Canadians. 


e Is hydroxychloroquine an effective treatment for those infected? 

e Was the coronavirus genetically engineered in a lab as a biological weapon? 

¢ Does regularly rinsing your nose with a saline solution protect you from the coronavirus? 
False, unproven and not true, respectively. 


Yet recent research suggests Canadians are exposed to a high level of bad information about 
COVID-19, and many are vulnerable to what some have described as “a pandemic of 
misinformation’ or an "infodemic.” 


Carleton University's School of Journalism and Communication released a survey last week that 
showed nearly half of Canadians, 46 per cent, believed at least one of four COVID-19 conspiracy 
theories. Similar researcn at the University of Sherbrooke in Quebec indicated one in 10 
Canadians believes a conspiracy theory. 


ducts claiming to cure, prevent coronavirus: 
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From standing on your head, to drinking a special nerbal tea -- experts are warning Canadians against falling 
for onony cures for COVID-19. 


Both studies found that young people were more likely to believe in conspiracy theories and 
false news. That's not surprising considering that disinformation is most prevalent — and 


spreads most easily — on social media, which is a primary source of news for younger 
Canadians. 


But all ages are susceptible. 


"Everyone has fallen prey at some point to misinformation on social media," Sarah Everts, an 
associate professor and co-researcher on the Carleton study, said on the university's website. 


"Anyone who thinks that it's easy to distinguish conspiracy theories and misinformation is at 
high risk of being fooled.” 


While some of the major social media and search platforms are taking measures to limit and 
reduce the amount of misinformation on their feeds, it is difficult to control the internet. CBC 
News has found that even discredited stories and bogus claims — such as Plandemic, a 26- 
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minute documentary-style video full of false and misleading claims about COVID-19 — continue 
to resurface on alternative sites and platforms. 


It's all the more reason why reputable news organizations must devote resources to fact- 
checking COVID-19 claims. 


The good news is that a number of serious media outlets in Canada have done just that by 
dedicating journalists to this important work. 


The better news is that public trust in those traditional news organizations soared to record 
highs in Canada as the pandemic took hold, according to a new special edition of the “Trust 
Barometer” report by marketing firm Edelman Canada.

Can you really buy your way 
to a better immune system? We ask an expert: UBC professor Bernie Garrett, who stucies deception in 
healthcare, including alternative medicine. 


Meanwhile, a team of journalists attached to our "Ask CBC News" (COViD@cbc.ca) project has 
received more than 41,000 questions from our audience on the pandemic, and some of their 
work addresses misinformation. Tne team has directly responded to more than 2,200 people, 
and many user questions have been put to experts on the air or published in one of our more 
than 40 FAQ articles. These pieces are consistently among the most-read articles on our 
website. 


We recently launched our "Students Ask CBC News" initiative with Curio.ca. Every Tuesday 
night, CBC News Network produces a live segment dedicated to questions from high school 
students and expert answers. 


And as a member of the Trusted News Initiative, CBC/Radio-Canada joined an industry 
collaboration of major media and technology companies in March to rapidly identify and stop 
the spread of harmful coronavirus disinformation. 


We view this work as essential public service and are fully committed to it. For as long as there's 
an "infodemic," CBC News aims to be part of the cure.

For journalists, it is almost impossible to describe the events of this remarkable year without 
sounding hyperbolic. Few of us have worked through such an unrelenting news cycle, where 
each story seems to dwarf the one that came before and where the unprecedented has 
become the routine. 


For me, the bookends of 2020 were stories of tragedy and hope. 


From the downing of Ukraine international Airlines Fiignt PS752 in Iran to the deadly mass shooting in Nova 
Scotia and the life-altering impacts of the coronavirus pandemic, CBC journalists covered extraordinary 
events and developments in 2020. 


The new year was just days old when Iran's Revolutionary Guard Corps shot cown Ukraine 
International Airlines Flignt PS752, shortly after it took off from Tehran. The attack with surface- 
to-air missiles on Jan. 8 killed all 176 people on board, including 138 people with ties to Canada. 
The tragic, senseless loss of life touched Canadians deeply as family photos of the dead filled 


OUr SCreens. 
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It would be, | thought at the time, one of Canada's biggest stories of the year. It turned out to 
be one of many. 


Nearly 12 months later, the COVID-19 pandemic's second wave rages in much of Canada, and 
many tough months lie ahead. But there was an undeniable feeling of hope as "V Day" arrived 
on Dec. 14, and Canada's first doses of the Pfizer-BioNTech vaccine were administered in 
Quebec and Ontario. 


In between these bookends were months of extraordinary events and developments in a year 
unlike any other at CBC News, including: 


e The shutdown of large parts of the Canadian economy and a record-surge of government 
spending and massive debt to try to contain a virus that has infected more than 520,000 
and killed more than 14,400 of us in Canada. 


e The worst Mass $7 


ing in Canaca’s recent history after a gunman masquerading as 
an RCMP officer killed 22 people in several communities in rural Nova Scotia over 13 


devastating hours in April. 


defund the police and a reckoning over anti-Black racism and systemic discrimination that 
reverberates to this day. 


e Three provincial elections, a federal confidence vote and two national leadership races 


that resulted in Erin O'Toole taking the helm of the Conservative Party and Canada's 
Official Opposition while Green Party Leader Annamie Paul made history as Canada's 
first Black leader of a federal party. And we covered the state funeral of former prime 


minister John Turner. 


April that killed six members of the Canadian military — four air crew and two sailors. The 
following month, a member of the Canadian Forces Snowbirds team was Killed anda 
pilot injured after ejecting from their plane, halting a cross-Canada tour meant to lift the 
spirits of Canadians and salute front-line workers during the pandemic. 


e The relatives of one of the "two Michaels," breaking their silence in an exclusive 


interview with the CBC's Adrienne Arsenault to discuss China's ongoing detention of 
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Michael Kovrig and Michael Spavor. A week after that interview aired, China passed, in 

secret, a sweeping new security law for Hong Kong, giving Beijing broad powers to ¢rack 

down on protest and other activities deemed secessionist or subversive in the former 
British colony. Arrests began within a cay of the new law. 

e joe Biden's defeat of Donald Trump in a bitterly polarizing U.S. presidential election that 
Saw many firsts: amid record turnout, the contenders also each set records for the most 


votes cast for a presidential candidate (Biden at more than 81 million and Trump at 
more than 74 million); Biden's running mate, Kamala Harris, became the first woman and 


first woman of colour to win the vice-presidency; and Trump became the first defeatec 


The demands on our staff to tell these stories and so many others — a heavy lift in the best of 
times — were particularly intense as we adjusted to physical distancing, personal safety 
equipment and the need to work from home. Kitchen tables became edit suites; living rooms 
became control rooms; closets became recording studios. 


We mounted more than 60 news specials on Radio, TV and CBC News Network — a record. We 
produced and packaged millions of words and hundreds of images. Some of us continued to 
venture into our quiet, hollowed-out newsrooms to put shows to air. 


In the field, we learned how to interview at a safe distance, how to clean vehicles and gear after 
every assignment. Some of our staff were verbally harassed on the streets for doing their jobs, 
a worrying sign that the polarization and delegitimization of journalism, so fervently stoked by 
some camps in the U.S., has taken root in this country. 


We persevered. 


We are proud of our work. 


And still, we are mindful of those who have given so much more of themselves on the front 
lines of this pandemic: nurses, doctors, paramedics, public health staff, personal support 
workers and long-term care employees. We think of those who have died and their loved ones 
who openec up to us. We thank those who recovered and found the courage to snare tneir 
stories in the hope of enlightening others about the realities of this pernicious disease. 
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It's a privilege to tell these stories, and we'll continue to do so.

As Director of Journalistic Standards the Editor in Chief Brodie Fenlon asked me to respond on his behalf. 

You wrote: 

CBC reported on Israel's decision to give a booster fo those 60 years of age and up. The item included a recording of the Prime Mister, Naftali Bennet, 
explaining the country’s dificult and groundbreaking decision. Stucies in israel are showing that the efficacy of the vaccine given by and large over six months 


ago to seniors, is rapidly waning. 


Rather than leaving the story there, or commenting that Israel has been a word leader in the vaccine rollout and jurisdictions the world over have benefited from 
iis groundbreaking research, the itern ended with whal fell to me to be a punch inthe gut. There was a comment questioning whether a third dose was ethical. 


I have reviewed this segment and agree with you that the reference to whether some might feel there was an “ethical® issue was 
not well explained and probably should not have been included in such a short piece. 


At that time there were concerns expressed by the WHO, the US President and others about the fact that Israel was proceeding 
with a possible third shot while other less prosperous nations were still working on the first shot. 


| My view is if this was relevant to the coverage, then there should have been some proper reporting on where these ethical 
-concems came from and why, and I have shared this with the programmers. 


This was a very short seqment, perhaps no more than 40 seconds long in its entirety. On the hourly newscasts, the challenge is 
always to report the latest news, and provide sore context where possible and when necessary. Almost ail of the time, this is 
achieved. 


Regretfully, I feel the editors found thernselves in the middie in this instance and that there was not enough time devoted to this 
issue once raised. 


I have spoken with the editors involved and rerninded them of their responsibilities to tell tne stories as simply and cleanly as 
passible.

The review of how we interpret the JSP through an inclusive lens continues at CBC. The committee 
members are doing meaningful work and have asked for more time as they dig into areas of crime and 
police reporting, POV & Opinion, social media & conflict of interest, interviews, impartiality and how to 
broaden input on our Language Guide. We expect their recommendations in the spring.

| amwriting in response to your ermail of July 17 addressed to CBC Ombudsman, Jack Nagler, drawing our attention to what you see as “misleading and factually 
wrong’ information in a CBONews.ca Health page story posted earlier that day under the headline, “You'll likely catch COVID-19 again and again. Will each round 
feel rilder?” In fact, you wrote, “repeated infections seemto weaken the inmrune response.” 


Since | supervise the CBC News Health Unit, Brodie Fenlon, Editor in Chief of CBC News, asked re to reply to you directly. 
Let me say immediately that | regret you are disappointed in CBC, but, respectfully, your view of the story is not one | share. fll explain why | say that. 


News stories about continuing events are incremental. Each one adding new information, building on what we already know. And that’s what this story does. 
Since the pandemic swept across the country, we have published hundreds of stories, each one adding new inforrration to refine our knowledge of a persistent 
virus that has killed tens of thousands of Canadians and sickened millions. 


Sore scientists once spoke hopefully that herd immunity through infection or diligent vaccination programs would see the pandemic soon peter out. It hasn't as the 
virus continues to infect tens of thousands every week in what is described as the virus’ seventh wave. What we are now seeing is that “reinfections are the 
norm” With that starting point, the story looks at why reinfection is now conmon and asks if future infections will be mider than the first’? Good question. But the 
answer it says Is “hazy” and goes on to speak with experts who explain why the answer is not clear. 


You wrote that the story is “wrong’ because it reports that “repeat COV ID infections provide a lasting inmrune response.” It does not. In fact, while the headline 
asks if each round will feel rilder, immediately below that the story’s sub-headline adds, while “reinfection should get easier for healthy adults,” it cautions, 
“scientists say infection still comes with risks.” The story that follows explains why. 


Science rarely offers black and white answers, and this is no exception. The story quotes Dr. Allison McGeer, a well-known infectious disease specialist and

professor at the University of Toronto's Dalla Lana School of Public Health, saying that the first COVID infection “probably — not invariably, but probably —is going to 
be the worst.” Dr. McGeer is not alone in that view. Other scientists in the field CBC spoke with agreed, including Dr. Angela Rasnussen, a virologist with the 
University of Saskatchewan's Vaccine and Infectious Disease Organization, who said “fromall the literature hve seen” when reinfections do occur, “they’re not 
usually worse.” 


While that reflects the consensus view of the scientists we spoke with in preparing this story, there are risks. Dr. Amesh Adalja, a senior scholar at the Johns 
Hopkins University Center for Health Security, warned that “not every second or third infection is going to be benign — and that’s particularly true when you're 
dealing with higher-risk populations.” He noted that while repeat infections should feel milder, it’s injportant to Keep in mind age, medical history and “shifting risk 
factors for severe disease” — things like gaining a lot of weight or developing diabetes or becoming inmmunoconpromised. 


Reading the story, | think you will find it accurately reports the consensus view of respected scientists who are recognized experts in their field as well as 
acknowledging there are other views. But that there are different views does not mean that this story is wrong or nisleading. Yes, a SARS-CoV-2 infection is 
risky anylime, but to quote respected authorities saying that for healthy aduits, their first infection will probably be the worst, is neither 
misinformation nor irresponsible.
